The Minister and His Sermon 


Where to begin in giving something 
helpful in so short an article seems 
very difficult. I can only hope to as- 
sist in the suggestion of some books 
for study along this line. After all, ev- 
erything depends on us, as to how 
little or how much information it will 
take to satisfy us, as we aspire to ser- 
monic excellence. 

Many of our ministers have studied 
“How To Prepare Sermons” by Evans, 
while others have been privileged to 
study some other textbooks on homi- 
letics. May I name three of the finest 
I have ever read? “On the Preparation 
and Delivery of Sermons,” John A. 
Broadus; “The Pastor Preacher,” 
Bishop Quale; “The Work of Preach- 
ing,” Hoyt. To these we might add, 
“Art of Preaching,” Brown; “The Art 
of Illustrating Sermons,” Dawson C. 
Bryan; and “Concerning the Minis- 
try,” Oman. Of course, we know that 
no seminary or any number of books 
on preaching can make a preacher, 
for only God can do that; but for the 
man who is God-called and anointed, 
any help he can gain from his fellow- 
laborers will only help him on his way. 
Even those who have been in the min- 
istry several decades need to keep 
their eyes open, ever learning! Dr. Eli- 
jah P. Brown, in his book “Point and 
Purpose in Preaching,” says: “The 
man who is not always in school, try- 
ing to learn something from every- 
thing and everybody, will soon be dried 
up and stored away with the other 
mummies. The man who graduates 
and stops there will soon be able to 
take his collar off over his head.” 

We love to hear one another preach. 
The memory of having heard certain 
great preachers of our generation, is 
cherished as red-letter days to us. It is 
good for us to hear our fellow breth- 
ren preach and we should often do so. 
It is always very interesting to me to 
hear ministers of other denominations, 
of the local group as well as the high 
churchmen. Many of us do not stop 
with only our own periodicals but re- 
ceive the official organs of various de- 
nominations, keeping us abreast with 
the times in our ecumenical sermonic 
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adeptness. 

I recall the surprise and joy of a 
layman upon learning that I read the 
Bible devotionally, for my own soul’s 
feeding. He had the idea that minis- 
ters were kept hard-pushed for texts 
and always when reading the Book 
were looking for a text. It might seem 
that some ministers only use the Bible 
when looking for a text. I was in the 
home of a preacher once, during a 
month-long revival campaign, and the 
only time I saw him with his Bible in 
his hands was once when he was 
called upon to conduct a funeral. 
Needless to say, these things ought not 
so to be, for we know the minister 
MUST be a man of the BOOK! Never 
shall I forget the title of an article 
by a newspaper columnist, “I Am 
Building Tomorrow, Today.” What we 
are doing today will either make us 
or break us for tomorrow. 

Permit me to name some of the min- 
isters whose sermons are among the 
best. Joseph Parker, great minister of 
the City Temple, London. I would not 
part with the twenty-eight volumes of 
his “Parker’s People’s Bible,” because 
perhaps not too high words of praise 
could do them justice. Dr. Alexander 
Maclaren, of Manchester. In his sev- 
enteen volumes of “Expositions of 
Holy Scripture” are some of the best 
expositions of the Bible ever done. 
C. H. Spurgeon’s sermons in the un- 
abridged edition is the delight of 
countless ministers to this day. Dr. 
George W. Truett. His three volumes, 
“We Would See Jesus,” “Follow Thou 
Me,” and “A Quest for Souls,” I think, 
should be read and on the shelves of 
all ministers’ libraries. Moody, Tal- 
mage, Brooks, Beecher, Broadus are 
also preachers whose works we will 
thrill to follow. Then some of the nota- 
bles of this day: Clarence E. Macart- 
ney,Walter Mier, Robert G. Lee, Harry 
Rimmer, Oswald Smith, and the Jev’- 
ish Evangelist Hyman Appelman. I 
have evidently omitted, because of 
lack of space, some of your favorite 
authors. 

Of the making of sermons there is 
no end. I know a minister, in think- 
ing of how he is continually facing the 
needs of fresh and new sermons each 
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week, gets delight from the words, “I 
have a shadow that goes in and out 
with me.” 

The reply made to a fellow preach- 
er by Dr. William L. Stidger, of Boston 
University, when lecturing to a group 
of preachers in Kansas, is indeed 
worth noting. He said, “I told that au- 
dience that I had read an average 
of a book a day during all my minis- 
try, which was true—and I still do. 
But one old brother in that audience 
seemed to doubt it: so, in the open 
forum which followed, he sarcastically 
yelped at me: “Young fellow, you say 
that you read a book a day—which I 
doubt; but all I gotta say is that the 
average preacher hereabouts doesn’t 
read a book a month!” Then the old 
preacher sat down, and in the words 
of John D. Snider, “Acted as if he had 
settled something or other.” Dr. Stid- 
ger made the humble and modest re- 
mark: “And, my brother, that is ex- 
actly why he would be the average 
preacher—or the average doctor, or 
the average lawyer—or the average 
anything in professional life.”” While I 
cannot say I read a book a day, it has 
been a long time since I have read less 
than a book a week. If we are to ex- 
cel in any field, we must be diligent. 

Was it not Whitfield who, after 
such a _ signal ministry, suffering 
in body and near the end of this 
earthly journey, said, “O Lord, I am 
weary in thy work; not of thy work’? 
Truly no one but the minister knows 
of the tremendously exacting tasks 
forever calling upon him, and we say

Britain in India 

Britain had promised India freedom 
after the war, and, according to re- 
ports, has tried with reasonable ef- 
forts to grant that freedom based up- 
on one united government for entire 
India.

who want a separate Indian state; and 
the Hindu, who oppose the separate 
state and want a central government 
ruling over all.

Unfortunate it is for both Britain and 
India. Britain has an obligation to 
fulfill, and India needs a stable gov- 
ernment.

Russia 


If there has ever been any doubt 
about what place Russia hopes to oc- 
cupy and what part she hopes to play, 
all a person has to do is to think; for 
instance, her political ideology is in- 
ternational. It is quite clear now that } 
Russia, not satisfied with her vic- 
tories in the Balkans, plans to enter 
a squeeze in both Lybia and Ethiopia. 
The sending of the powerful Marshal 
Simeon Timoshenko as Ambassador to 
Ethiopia is considered of significance 
in the importance Russia has placed 
on Ethiopian relationship. Britain and 
Russia have reportedly clashed over 
control of Eritrea. Alongside of Rus- 
sia’s bid for control of Lybia, may be 
seen some of the Russian strategy as 
dominance in Mediterranean affairs. 
A nation with international political 
ideas, connected with her European 
authority, alongside of her bid for, 
power in the Mediterranean scope of 
affairs, tells the story of both inten- 
tions and effort to accomplish them. 
Part of Russia’s Biblical alliances are 
already aligned with her. She, as an 
anti-Christian nation, is to be feared 
and watched. See Ezekiel 38th and 
39th chapters.

Now John the Baptist was filled with 
the Holy Ghost from his mother’s 
womb, yet he said he needed to be 
baptized of Jesus. He didn’t have the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost that he said 
Jesus would baptize with, for the Holy 
Ghost was not given until the day of 
Pentecost, after Jesus had ascended. 
Jesus didn’t go into His ministry un- 
til He was baptized. He called the 
apostles; no doubt, forgave them their 
sins; sent them out to preach the 
Word; gave them power to heal the 
sick, and told them that nothing by 
any means should hurt them. They 
went out and came back rejoicing be- 
cause the devil was subject unto them. 
While He was on earth with them, He 
taught them and guided them; but 
His mission was fulfilled and His time 
was coming to be offered up, so He 
began to tell them about the Holy 
Ghost, the Comforter, and what He 
would do when He came. He didn’t 
send them out after His ascension un- 
til they received the Holy Ghost, but 
told them after they received Him 
they would be witnesses unto Him in 
Jerusalem, in all Judea, in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost parts of the 
earth. “But because I have said these 
things unto you, sorrow has filled your 
heart. Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth; It is expedient for you that I 
go away; for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you; but 
if I depart, I will send him unto you.” 
Now He tells them what the Holy 
Ghost will do and when He is come He 
will reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness and of judgment. John 
16:6-8. The margin says “convince the 
world.” 

Does the Holy Ghost speak in other 
tongues or testify? “But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father, he shall testify of me: 
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And ye also shall bear witness, because 
ye have been with me from the begin- 
ning,” John 15: 26, 27. Now if my 
friend or partner should send someone 
to me to testify of them, I am sure the 
messenger would do the testifying, 
and not I. The Holy Ghost is a teach- 
er, “But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you,” John 14:26. He is a guide. 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you into all 
truth,” John 16:13. So Jesus speaks of 
the Holy Ghost as a comforter, a 
teacher, a guide. 

Now we will see if the apostles re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and if He wit- 
nessed and did the things that Jesus 
said he would do, after Jesus arose 
from the dead. “The Lord is risen in- 
deed, and hath appeared unto Simon. 
And they told what things were done 
in the way, and how He was known 
of them in breaking of bread. Then 
opened he their understanding, that 
they might understand the scriptures, 
and said unto them, ... Thus it be- 
hoved Christ to suffer, and to rise 
from the dead the third day: and that 
repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name among 
all nations, beginning at Jerusalem.And 
ye are witnesses of these things. And, 
behold, I send the promise of my Fa- 
ther upon you: but tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued 
with power from on high. And he led 
them out as far as to Bethany, and He 
lifted up his hands, and blessed them. 
And it came to pass, while he blessed 
them, he was parted from them, and 
carried up into heaven. And they wor- 
shipped him, and returned to Jerusa- 
lem with great joy: And were con- 
tinually in the temple, praising and 
blessing God,” Luke 24: 34, 35, 45-53. 

“But ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon.” 


“And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all in one accord 
in one place. And suddenly there came 
a sound from heaven as of a mighty 
rushing wind, and it filled all the 
house where they were sitting. And 
there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spir- 
it (the Holy Ghost) gave them utter- 
ance,” Acts 2:1-4. We see this fulfilled 
like Jesus said it would be. What hap- 
pened? There were at Jerusalem Jews, 
devout men, out of every nation, and 
they heard them speak in their dif- 
ferent languages the wonderful works 
of God. That was a great day. The 
people were amazed and didn’t seem 
to know what it meant. Others 
mocked and said they were drunk; 
but Peter said, “Not drunk as ye sup- 
pose.” They were drunk on the Spirit 
of God. It had its effect on the peo- 
ple. As Peter preached, they were 
pricked in their hearts, and cried, 
“What must we do?” Peter said, “Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the Holy Ghost. For the promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and to 
all that stand afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call. Then 
they that gladly received his word 
were baptized: and the same day 
there were added unto them about 
three thousand souls,” Acts 2:38, 39,

the apostles, Mary the mother of Je- 
sus, and His brethren, about one hun- 
dred and twenty and they all spake 
in tongues and all the nations under- 
stood them.

I could not sleep for 
thinking about how in these last dark 
days the devil in so many different 
ways had traps set for the children of 
God (The Church of God), and it 
seems that so many are so easily slip- 
ping into these traps, losing out with 
God. No joy, no power, no victory over 
sin and the devil! And the sad pic- 
ture is that some are going on profess- 
ing holiness. Yes, the devil can shout. 
Brother, Sister, you are not fooling 
anyone but yourself! even the devil 
knows a true saint of God. 

I believe in shouting as much as any- 
one does. The shout goes with salva- 
tion, but we believe in walking 
straight between shouts. That is why 
I am a Christian and a member of the 
Church of God today—seeing the glory 
of God shine on the faces of God’s 
holy people, watching them shout and 
dance in the Spirit, hearing them speak 
with other tongues as the Spirit gave 
the utterance. Thank God, something 
got hold of me. I made my way to an 
old-fashioned altar and was made a 
new creature in Christ Jesus. Yes, a 
shout from heaven brings conviction 
on hearts, brings sinners down on 
their knees; a church without the 
Holy Ghost working in it is a dead 
church and needs to be buried. God’s 
people are a peculiar people, a sepa- 
rated people from the world. We hear 
Jesus say in St. John 17:16, praying to 
the Father, “They are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world.” 
14th verse, “I have given them thy 
word; and the world hath hated 
them, because they are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world.” 

St. John 15:19, “If ye were of the 
world, the world would love his own: 
but because ye are not of the world, 
but I have chosen you out of the 
world, therefore the world hateth 
you.” 

We are commanded by the Word to 
abstain from all appearance of evil 
and keep ourselves unspotted from 
the world. 

2 Cor. 5:17, “Therefore if any man 
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be in Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold all 
things are become new.” Yes, the old 
desires are gone. We put off the old 
man and put on the new man. Our life 
is hid with Christ in God. We hate the 
things we once loved.The flesh is cru- 
cified with the affections and lusts. 
Gal. 5:24. We live in the Spirit, also 
walk in the Spirit. Praise God forever! 

Romans 8:1, 5, “There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them which 
are in Christ Jesus, who walk not aft- 
er the flesh, but after the Spirit. For 
they that are after the flesh do mind 
the things of the flesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit, the things of the 
Spirit.” Yes, when we get a good case 
of holiness in our lives we are new 
creatures. We are peculiar to the 
world. We talk differently; we walk 
and dress differently. The blood of 
Jesus cleanseth us from all sin, makes 
us white as snow. It is no trouble to 
pick out the true saints from among 
the world—the ones that are watch- 
ing and praying, getting ready for the 
coming of the Lord. In St. Matt. 7:20, 
Jesus tells us that by their fruits ye 
shall know them. We are not going to 
bear the fruit of the world if we are 
of God. “A good tree cannot bring 
forth evil fruit, neither can a corrupt 
tree bring forth good fruit,” Matt. 7: 
18. 

We have to give up the world to re- 
ceive the wonderful blessings of God, 
and we have to leave it given up to 
keep them. Sometimes we see people 
going back to their old ways, to the old 
trash pile, dragging out and putting 
on again the things they had to give 
up for salvation. Yes, they go back to 
the lust of the flesh and eyes, and the 
pride of life. Then we hear them say, 
“I am not condemned any more on 
doing so and so. I feel all right. God 
blesses me. I can still shout the vic- 
tory.” Brother, Sister, the Word already 
has you condemned. I am persuaded 
to believe this class of people need a 
new dip in the blood of Jesus. The 


Word tells us, in 1 John 4:1, “Beloved, 


believe not every spirit, but try the 
spirits whether they are of God.” 

We read in Matt. 6:24, “No man can 
serve two masters: for either he will 
hate the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and de- 
spise the other. Ye cannot serve God 
and mammon.” Too many of us want to 
hold to God with one hand and the 
world with the other. James 4:4 tells 
us that the friendship of the world is 
enmity with God. Whosoever therefore 
will be a friend to the world is the 
enemy of God. We also read in 1 John 
2:15, 16, “Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the Fa- 
ther is not in him. For all that is in 
the world, the lust of the flesh, and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, is not of the Father, but is of the 
world.” Prov. 6:17 tells us that one of 
the six things God hates is a proud 
look, which is an abomination unto 
Him. 

I wonder just how many of our sis- 
ters in the Church of God would be 
ashamed to walk down main street 
dressed in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety, not with 
braided hair or gold or pearl or cost- 
ly array, but which becometh women 
professing godliness with good works. 
Too many of us look like Jezebels in- 
stead of saints. Sure, we will be criti- 
cized, called crazy, old-fashioned, 
ignorant, fanatical, etc., if we dress 
and walk according to the Word. 
1 Tim. 2:9, 10. We are fools for 
Christ’s sake. We are made a spectacle 
(a show) unto the world and to angels 
and to men. We are also made as the 
filth of the world and are the off- 
scourings of all things unto this day. 
Yes, we are a peculiar people. Are we 
willing to bear the reproach? We hear 
Jesus say, in St. Luke 6:22, “Blessed 
are ye, when men shall hate you, and 
when they shall separate you from 
their company, and shall reproach 
you, and cast out your name as evil, 
for the Son of man’s sake.” What does 
He tell us to do when these things 
happen? “Rejoice ye in that day, and 
leap for joy: for, behold, your reward 
is great in heaven.” Yes, jump for joy. 
We can, if we have obeyed the Word. 
Jesus tells us “And ye shall be hated 
of all nations for my name’s sake. 
But he that shall endure unto the end, 
the same shall be saved.” Matt. 24: 
9, 13. No, the world is not going to 
speak well of us, if we obey the Word 
and walk uprightly before God. There 
is a woe pronounced upon the class of

Isa. 59:16a, “And he saw that there 
was no man, and wondered that there 
was no intercessor.” 

Isaiah 63:5a, “And I looked, and 
there was none to help; and I won- 
dered that there was none to uphold.” 

Ezek. 22:30, “And I sought fora 
man among them, that should make 
up the hedge, and stand in the gap 
before me for the land, that I should 
not destroy it: but I found none.” 

Jer. 12:11b, “The whole land is 
made desolate, because no man layeth 
it to heart.” 

Strange scriptures indeed! 
omitting. God wondering. 

We are living in a day when we 
Pentecostalists have great need of the 
words: “These things ought ye to 
have done and have left undone that 
that is undoing us.” With Pharisaical 
“better-than-thou-ness” we rebel at 
the thought of open rebellion toward 
God. We glory in not possessing lying 
tongues, filthy habits and such like, 
yet lightly pass over the sins of omis- 
sion coming under the heading of 
James 4:17. It is very hard to measure 
all the benefits of the power of inter- 
cession, yet we can readily see that a 
lack of the same is a tragedy inde- 
scribable. “Where there is no vision, 
the people perish,” Proverbs 29:18a. 
Oh, for a vision of souls! a vision that 
could make us say with Paul, “I say 
the truth in Christ, I lie not, my con- 
science also bearing me witness in the 
Holy Ghost, that I have great heavi- 
ness and continual sorrow in my 
heart. For I could wist that myself 
were accursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kinsmen according to the 
flesh,” Romans 9:1-3. Again we hear 
him say, in Acts 20:31, “I ceased not 
to warn every one night and day with 
tears.” It takes a strong man to weep 
for souls. Paul was not a sissy when he 
wept over these Ephesians. There was 
an impelling force driving him on, 
day and night, year in, year out; not 
just for a couple of weeks of revival. 

What was it that kept Paul broken- 
hearted? No doubt the answer is 
found in 1 Cor. 9:22, “I am made all 
things to all men, that I might by all 
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means save some.” Did you say “by all 
means,” Paul? Yes, “by all means,” 
even though the means may be “great 
heaviness,” “continual sorrow,” “night 
and day with tears.” We could more 
ably understand the power of inter- 
cession for men if we could have hap- 
pened in on Charles Finney as he lay 
on his face in a hayloft shedding 
tears that New England would be 
swept by revival. Or, perhaps, a visit 
to the forest, and view David Brainerd 
as he fasted and prayed for God to 
spiritually awaken the Indians among 
which he labored. If we could have 
slipped up on John Knox as he 
sobbed, “Give me Scotland or I die,” I 
am sure we would have been made 
much wiser and definitely more soul- 
conscious by the experience. No one of 
us was ever won except someone 
caught the vision and interceded. 
The words “blood required” strike 
terror to my soul. It will be a sad day 
if we stand at the judgment and hear 


the testimony of the lost: “No man 
cared for my soul,” Psa. 142:4, or, “Is 
it nothing to you, all ye that pass by?” 
Lam. 1:12. When God, in His wrath, 
was about to destroy Sodom and Go- 
morrah, it was the intercession of 
righteous Abraham that spared Lot 
and his daughters. Had not Moses 
known the art of intercession, Israel 
would have been destroyed at the cel- 
ebration of the golden calf. God 
makes much of intercession. If we first 
talk to God about man, our testimony 
to man about God will not be fruit- 
ness. 

In review of Christ’s high-priestly, 
intercessory work, let us notice Heb. 
7:25, “Wherefore he is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever liv- 
eth to make intercession for them.” 
Again, in Heb. 9:24, “For Christ is... 
entered...into heaven itself, now to 
appear in the presence of God for us.” 
What if Christ were to take His work 
of intercession as lightly as some of 
us? “Therefore to him that knoweth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin,” James 4:17.

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Do We Have Power for Service? | 


One of the most widely used texts 
in full-gospel churches is found in 
Acts 1:8. It reads, “But ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part of the earth.” 
With this verse, is often 
used the promise foundin ee 
Luke 24:49, “And behold, j 
I send the promise of my oe 
Father upon you: but tar- \f 
ry ye in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued 
with power from on high.” {< 

These verses are pre- ¢ 
cious to us because they H 
are promises of the bap- e¢ 
tism with the Holy Spirit, 
and we all use them to 
point seekers to the fact 
that God has promised to 
pour the Holy Spirit upon 
us in these days. This is 
what is expected of us. 
but there is one thing that 
many of us are missing in 
the application and ac- 
tual experience of this 
great promise. In this ar- 
ticle, I wish to mention a 
number of things that 
have made me search my 
own heart and study these 
verses in a deeper sense. 

For a number of years, 
I have preached on these 
verses and heard other 
brethren preach on them. 
I have noted how stress 
was laid on the fact that 
when the individual re- 
ceived the baptism with 
the Holy Spirit, he would 
have great power in his 
life to do things for God. This is the 
teaching of God’s Word, but in many 
cases the results do not seem to be 
what we can rightfully expect. 

For some time, I have noted that 
there are hundreds of genuinely born- 
again Christians who, for some reason 
or other, are not accepting the bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit as for our 
day. Some of these brethren may be 
biased in their judgment, but I have 
met many who were impartial; I am 
sure. After meeting these people, 
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whom I am sure were seeking for deep- 
er truth, I asked myself, “Why don’t 
these people accept what we know 
from experience and the plain teach- 
ing of the Word to be the promise of 
God for His Church?” Sometimes we 
look unsympathetically at others 
who haven’t accepted what we preach, 
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and have uncharitably branded them 
as “not willing to accept truth,” or as 
“unwilling to receive more light.” 
There may be times when we have 
reasonable grounds for taking such 
an attitude, but much too often the 
externally discernible part of our 
preaching and practicing would make 
anyone doubt. In such cases, the fault 
is with us, and not with those whom 
we label as “fighters of the truth.” 
Let us remember that we can never 
help any doubter, unless we try to put 
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ourselves in his place, and attempt to 
understand his reasons for doubting. 
I am greatly interested in leading oth- 
er Christians into the light of the 
great experience that made such a 
change in my life. I have tried to 
change places with them, and under- 
stand some of their difficulties, and 
have impartially tried to 
see with their eyes the 
things that have hindered 
all that God has for His 
children. While looking 
from the other fellow’s 
standpoint, I have noted a 
number of things that do 
not appear serious to us, 
but which are a great 
stumbling block to others. 
What I am about to say, I 
say impartially and for the 
furtherance of the cause 
of the gospel. My one ob- 
ject is to help us see and 
remove the obstacles that 
we are unthinkingly 
throwing in the way of 
others and in our own path 
to greater usefulness. 
There is one thing that 
is a stumbling block to 
many who are earnestly 
trying to find out if the 
baptism with the Holy 
Ghost is for our day. This 
is the apparent lack of 
power in a large percent- 
age of those who profess 
to have received it. They 
hear people testify and 
say, “Now I have the pow- 
er!” but after watching 
earnestly for signs of that 
power, they come to the 
conclusion that there is 
no apparent difference 


than before. I have noted just such 
instances as this, and I must say that 
though those who testified had un- 
doubtedly received the baptism, there 
really did not seem to be the differ- 
ence that is manifest in the lives of 
many others. Their testimony had a 
new theme, but no new power. What 
was the matter? They had received 
the baptism with the Holy Spirit; they 
had spoken with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave the utterance, but they 
were just as powerless as they ever 
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had been. I have been greatly em- 
barrassed a time or two, by hearing 
ministers make loud claims of almost 
limitless power with God, and all the 
while I have been conscious that the 
entire congregation looked in vain for 
the faintest glimmer of that vaunted 
power. The man did not manifest the 
least bit of God’s wisdom and power. 
In his personal work, he was rough and 
unskilled, in the pulpit he had a strug- 
gle, or else he blustered about in a 
manner that certainly was not in- 
spired by the Spirit of the Omniscient 
God, and he was definitely ignorant of 
the plain fundamental truths of. the 
Bible. Now this inability is not God’s 
fault, yet there are many such men 
who have been preaching for years. 
They have undoubtedly received the 
baptism with the Holy Spirit, because 
lack of knowledge and education is no 
hindrance to the reception of the Holy 
Spirit baptism, but still there is some- 
thing wrong somewhere—someone has 
not followed the Word of God. God 
does not send out men who are more 
of a hindrance and reproach than they 
are a blessing. I remember one in- 
stance where the church where I hap- 
pened to be, was filled with people, 
many of whom were seeking light on 
the experience recorded in Acts 2:4. 
The minister made some remarks that 
certainly were not inspired by the 
Spirit of God, and his remarks ruined 
the whole service and deepened the 
doubts of some who otherwise might 
have accepted the truth that night. 
This man had also received the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost. Now let us 
put ourselves in the place of one who 
hears one place that the baptism with 
or in the Holy Spirit is for us today, 
and then hears somewhere else that it 
is not for today. He does not know, so 
he decides to go to both churches and 
observe the whole thing for himself. 
Can we blame him for getting the 
wrong impression of what we know to 
be the whole truth of God? 


O brethren, let us not get into the 
rut of being satisfied with making a 
profession of what we have received 
from God. Let us cry for a continual 
supply of the real anointing fire of 
the Spirit—the real power of God. I 
have compared my ministry with the 
ministry of some who have not re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
and I am not satisfied with the con- 
trast. I have cried out, “O God, give 
me the genuine thing—give me more 
than a profession, give me POWER.” 
I do not mean the kind that makes a 
man get up and preach a fiery oration 
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without any results, but the power 
that will help me to stay on my face 
in prayer, until I get the mind of God, 
and see men saved. It does not take 
any power to get up, kick and shout, 
and tell some sob story about a pray- 
ing mother or some other sentimental 
thing that will make people weep; but 
it takes the power of God to preach 
Jesus Christ crucified in a manner 
that will bring genuine conviction for 
sin on the hearers, and persuade them 
to repent and surrender to God. It 
takes the dynamite of the Spirit of God 
to inspire a man’s heart and soul with 
a sound doctrinal message that will 
lead new converts on to a firm foun- 
dation in the Church. Some of us won- 
der why our converts do not stand 
longer than they do. Perhaps it is be- 
cause our messages have no more spir- 
itual meat on them than a barbed wire 
fence. We make a lot of blunders and 
blame God for them. A lot of our ef- 
forts are wasted because we do not 
take time to seek the leading of the 
Spirit. Often we manifest a sacrilegious 
attitude in speaking about the recep- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, as though it 
were a prize in some carnal race, in- 
stead of added spiritual responsibility. 
Many times the baptism with the Holy 
Spirit is referred to as a rather hilari- 
ous experience—a time when all trou- 
bles are forgotten, and the individual 
becomes spiritually intoxicated, and, in 
general, unaccountable for his words 
and actions. 

Such things as this cheapen the 
blessed truth that we are preaching, 
and intelligent truth-seekers turn 
away in disgust. I am afraid that too 
many have tarried until they spoke 
with other tongues, but not long 
enough to be endued with power. 
Thank God these mistakes are not be- 
ing made by the majority of full- 
gospel preachers, but they are too nu- 
merous, and we need a general awak- 
ening because we all are responsible. 
If we have been guilty of blaming the 
Holy Spirit for our unscriptural doings, 
let us make a deeper study of the 
preaching and the presentation of the 
truth. Let us prove that we are led and 
inspired by the Holy Spirit, by being 
scriptural and proficient. 

The cause of a great deal of this in- 
efficiency in the lives of many work- 
ers and ministers can be traced to the 
doctrinal teaching and general in- 
structions that they are given before 
and after they receive the baptism 
with the Holy Spirit. First of all, let 
us remember that the “enduement of 
power” is given to the Christian to 


make him an effective member of the 
body of Christ. Thereafter his life is to 
be led by the Spirit, in paths of useful- 
ness and service. In the many places 
that this great promise appears in 
Scripture, application is made to some 
phase of necessary activity in the 
Church. This does NOT mean that at 
the very instant one receives the bap- 
tism, he is adept and experienced in 
the special field of work that the Holy 
Ghost has chosen for him. The bap- 
tism with or in the Holy Spirit is only 
the beginning of the process that 
shapes men and women for Christian 
work. This is one point that is often 
overlooked by those who are instruct- 
ing seekers. The baptism with the 
Spirit does not make a young convert 
an experienced and mature Christian. 
If he is inexperienced in preaching 
and Christian work in general, he will 
still be inexperienced after he receives 
the baptism. If he is ignorant of the 
fundamental truths of the Word, he 
will continue in this state for some 
time after he receives the infilling of 
the Holy Ghost. Some of us have been 
guilty of leaving the impression on the 
seeker that once he receives the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit he will instan- 
taneously reach the ultimate of power, 
wisdom, experience and Christian ma- 
turity. Nothing can be more detrimen- 
tal to the sound progress of the 
Church. Too many young converts re- 
ceive the baptism and think that their 
fight against sin is over and God is 
going to feed them from a silver spoon. 
They fancy themselves as flaming 
evangelists, and many of them have 
gone forth encouraged by thoughtless 
and unscriptural counsel. All they 
have, in many cases, is enthusiasm 
and ecstasy. They have the idea that 
preaching is a glorified affair, yet they 
know little or nothing about the gos- 
pel and how to present it. Many young 
people who could have become a 
mighty force for God have made a 
total wreck, because of just such mis- 
management as this. They have spent 
some time beating the air, only to end 
up in a whirl of bewildered discourage- 
ment. They are made to doubt the 
promises of the Scripture, and they 
bring a reproach on the cause they 
are trying to help. 

Some, no doubt, ask, “Has God not 
promised that the Spirit will lead us 
into all truth?” That is quite correct, 
but let us remember how this leading 
is to be done, and what its basis is. 
In John 14:26, we read, “But the Com- 
forter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom

The most inspiring sermon to me 
that Brother Carroll preached was 
the one in chapel entitled, “Wonder- 
ful Christ.”

Christ was unusual in His birth. 
He was wonderful in character and, 
therefore, wonderful in life. All lead- 
ers, authors and men of prominence 
refer to greater men in the past for 
information on their doctrines, but 
Christ was wonderful in that He was 
individualistic in all of His teachings 
to the very iota. His philosophy of 
life was new. So believed the Phari- 
sees when they said, “Never man so 
spake.” At the dark hour of death, 
He was still wonderful—He was won- 
derful in death. None died more vic- 
toriously than He, because He knew of 
a wonderful resurrection that was to 
be His. 

The wonderfulness of His character 
was emphatically portrayed in that 
the youth followed Him and children 
clustered at His feet. Womanhood 
placed a crown on His head; seas 
folded their dripping arms when He 
said, “Peace be still”; the dead 
awakened to life at the tone of His 
voice; culture whispered, “Thou art 
a teacher,” while empires cast crowns 
and scepters at His feet.

people that are spoken well of by the 
world. St. Luke 6:26, “Woe unto you, 
when all men shall speak well of you!” 
I had rather have the approval of God 
on my life than all the honor and 
praise the world can give.

The devil doesn’t care how 
much we profess holiness or how much 
we preach holiness as long as he 
can keep us from putting it into 
practice; as long as we dabble with 
the world, go where the world goes, 
dress like the world, talk like the 
world, we are of the world. We have 
the wrong sign up when we advertise 
that we are followers of the Lord Je- 
sus and partake of the world. God’s 
people are a peculiar people; a clean, 
holy, separated people. 

The Bible is a waybill from earth to 
glory. It will teach us where to go, 


how to talk, how to dress, also what 
to do when we get sick. We have no 
excuse whatever. We are not peculiar 
when we go hand in hand with the 
world. Neither are we peculiar to the 
world when we get sick, if we take a 
few pills or a little dope to ease the 
pain, then preach divine healing or 
testify to God’s wonderful healing 
power. The prescription God wants 
His people to use when they get sick 
is found in James 5:14. This remedy 
will bring the desired results, if we 
obey the Word. If we have obeyed God, 
we have confidence in Him and are not 
afraid to trust Him. The devil hates for 
anyone to fully trust God for healing. 
Heb. 11:6, “But without faith it is im- 
possible to please God.” The Word 
teaches the signs following the believ- 
ers. What are we going to do about it? 
We can’t preach the gospel without 
preaching divine healing. That is part 
of it, and there is no use for us to 


preach it if we don’t practice it. The 
husband who laboreth must first be 
partaker of the fruits. God is going to 
have a tried people who will trust 
Him and obey Him as the prophets of 
old, regardless of the cost. If we fail 
Him, after He has tried us and ex- 
tended mercy to us time after time, 
He will become angry, turn us loose, 
and raise up a people who will serve 
and obey Him.

in tongues is the evidence that He has 
come in, but the Holy Ghost gives 
power to preach the Word, to heal the 
sick, to open the eyes of the blind, to 
perform miracles, to cast out devils. 
Jesus said, “In my name they shall 
cast out devils.” The apostles had this 
power. Paul sent aprons and handker- 
chiefs from his body and the sick were 
healed. Peter’s shadow passing by 
healed the sick. Peter had power of 
discernment, or the gift of discernment 
(which is given by the Holy Ghost), 
and Ananias and Sapphira, his wife, 
fell dead at his rebuke. Peter dis- 
cerned Simon the sorcerer’s condition. 
Paul cast the spirit of divination out 
of the damsel. “And it came to pass, as 
they went to prayer, a certain damsel 
possessed with a spirit of divination 
met us, which brought her master 
much gain by soothsaying! The same 
followed Paul and us, and cried, say- 
ing, These men are the servants of 
the most high God, which shew to us 
the way of salvation. And this did she 
many days. But Paul, being grieved, 
turned and said to the spirit, I com- 
mand thee in the name of Jesus 
Christ to come out of her. And he 
came out the same hour,” Acts 16:16- 
18. Now this damsel no doubt was 
trying to make Paul believe that she 
was interested in his preaching and 
she would flatter him and he would 
give her some money; but he had 
power to discern what spirit she was 
of and cast it out. Some of our people 
today would accept her flattery and 
get into trouble. 

We have many trying to hang on 
and make us think they are of us 
when they are against us. If we ever 
needed the power of God in the 
Church, it is now. There is so much 
heresy, deception, false teachings, and 
modernism trying to get us away from 
the Holy Ghost doctrine and power 
of God in our midst, but we still know 
that God’s words are true and there 
is power over the devil and all of his 
powers. We know that God heals 
when we trust Him. His power is just 
the same today. There are no changes 
in God’s Word. We have the same 
Holy Ghost, and the same Jesus who 
did miracles and said the works that 

He did should we do, and greater. 

’ One more scripture: “And they con- 
tinued steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship, and in break- 
ing of bread, and in prayers,” Acts 2: 
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42. That was the key to their success. 
They never wavered though they were 
imprisoned and their backs were beat- 
en. Paul and Silas sang and praised 
the Lord until the jail came open. 
When Peter and John were threat- 
ened they prayed to the Lord for 
boldness to preach the Word and for 
Him to stretch forth His hand to heal 
and do signs and wonders. 

This subject is so inspiring I can 
hardly quit. We are living in the Holy 
Ghost dispensation. To deny the Holy 
Ghost means to deny the Father and 
the Son. Jesus said He would pray the 
Father and He would send the Holy 
Ghost, and the Holy Ghost came on 
the day of Pentecost, on the disciples 
that Paul met at Ephesus, and Cor- 
nelius’ household and as many as 
were at his house. And it continued 
for years, and in reading history we 
find where some received the Holy 
Ghost all down the ages. In 1906, the 
Holy Ghost was poured out again and 
is still being poured out. He is the only 
agency now for salvation. If He is 
turned down, there is no other chance. 
He takes of the Father and the Son 
and shews unto us. It is He who con- 
victs.

the Father will send in my name, he 
shall teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, what- 
soever I have said unto you.” These 
words were spoken to men who had 
been with Christ throughout His earth- 
ly ministry. They had learned the 
truth from Him. THE TRUTH THAT 
THE SPIRIT WOULD LEAD THEM 
INTO, WAS BASED ON THE TRUTH 
THAT THEY HAD HEARD, OR AL- 
READY KNEW. If a person has never 
learned anything about the Bible, it is 
an utter impossibility to bring it to 
his remembrance. It is true that if the 
new convert will follow the Spirit in 





the study of the Bible, he will be led 
into the truth; but this is quite a lot 
different from the idea that he will 
become a spiritual and _ intellectual 
giant in an instant. Why are “teach- * 
ers” mentioned in the catalog of of- 
fices in the Church, if they are not 
to be used? If the churches and pas- 
tors have no responsibility in the spir- 
itual education of the newly Spirit- 
baptized Christians, why did Paul go 
to the trouble of founding a Bible 
School at Ephesus, to teach the young 
converts? Why did he not send them 
out immediately after they received 
the Baptism? He must have tutored 
Timothy in the things of God, because 
he said, “And the things that thou 
hast heard of me among many wit- 
nesses, the same commit thou to faith- 
ful men, who shail be able to teach 
others also.” Paul undoubtedly stood 
behind a teaching program in every 
local church because the Lord had 
given him three years of spiritual 
schooling in the desert before He sent 
him forth. 

There would be less misfits, and 
much more accomplished, if we would 
take more responsibility in regard to 
the training of our young converts, 
especially those who have just received 
the Baptism. Bible Schools are won- 
derful things, but they were never 


meant to take the place of plain, old- 
fashioned expository preaching, and a 
program of indoctrination, conducted

prove, rebuke exhort with all long- 
suffering and doctrine. 2 Tim. 4:2. 
Shepherds are going to be responsible 
for their flock. So many sheep and 
little weak lambs are not having the 
care they should have, not getting the 
right kind of food to cause them to 
grow and be strong in the Lord. They 
are starving and dying, spiritually— 
a sad picture to behold. Too many of 
our ministers are not willing to suffer 
and sacrifice for the gospel’s sake. 
God help us to wake up and examine 
ourselves whether we be in the faith. 

1 Timothy 4:1, “Now the Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter 
times some shall depart from the 
faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils.” 2 Chron. 
7:14, “If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and heal their land.” 2 Cor. 
6:14-18, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with un- 
righteousness? and what communion 
hath light with darkness? and what 
concord hath Christ with Belial? or 
what part hath he that believeth with 
an infidel? and what agreement hath 
the temple of God with idols? for ye 
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are the temple of the living God; as 
God hath said, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their God, 
and they shall be my people. Where- 
fore come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; and I 
will receive you, and will be a Father 
unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.’ 
Amen. .

from our own pulpits. When a young 
person has been carefully guided and 
disciplined in his own church, and 
encouraged to wait on God for defi- 
nite leadings, he will make much 
more headway in Bible School when 
he goes. He will also make a better 
man for God. 

Let me sum up the thoughts on this 
theme by these few closing remarks. 
(a) Every minister should be a teach- 
er, and carefully instruct those who 
are seeking the baptism with the Holy 
Spirit. The Holy Spirit will not take 
the young convert out alone into the 
woods to teach him when it is the 
duty of the shepherd of the flock who 
is supposed to be endued with the 
power for the job. (b) Let the minis- 
ter and his personal workers take spe- 
cial interest in each seeker. Pray with 
them until they know their place and 
the Spirit witnesses that their call is 
genuine. Remember that God does not 
expect all to preach. There are preach- 
ers that should be plowing, and plow- 
men that should be preaching, just 
because someone decided to call them 
into a work for which God had not 
chosen them. 

(c) Work with your seekers just as 
carefully after they receive the Bap- 
tism as you did before. Caution them 
against making some quick decision 
which may be the result of a “feeling” 
rather than the voice of God. As soon 
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as they have found their place, do all 
you can to help them make successes. 
Remember that God, through His 
Spirit, magnifies, unctionizes, and uses 
the natural gifts of men. Be quick to 
see this, and give the newly Spirit- 
baptized person an opportunity to do 
something in the church, if it is at all 
possible. 

May God help us to realize that our 
time to preach the gospel and win 
souls for Christ may not be long. Let 
us take more care in the part that God 
expects us to play in the preparing 
and sending forth of workers and 
prospective ministers. We claim the 
leading of the Holy Spirit, so let us 
live by that standard and earnestly 
seek the mind of God in this most im- 
portant part of our duties.
